FOR THE GARDEN AND FOR INDOOR DECORATION 


Few flowers have so richly profited from the skill and taste of the hybridists’ continued ambitions as the Gladioli. 
Through variation, selection and breeding, the comparatively inconspicuous flowers brought from Cape Colony 
some hundred and fifty years ago, have been re-furbished, elaborated, glorified, until memory of their simple early 
state is quite lost in the wonder of newly acquired colors, markings, bewitching ruffles and widely flaring chalices. 
The color range of the Gladiolus of today includes every tint and shade possible. 


No blooms are more valuable in the midsummer and autumn garden than Gladioli. Their use is almost without 
limitation. The range of color available today enables them to share in any scheme. If the planting be properly 
timed they may be brought into bloom any time from June to November (and under glass, from November to 
June). The flowering season may be advanced or prolonged by planting in berry baskets or pans, keeping them in a 
protected frame until ready to set outdoors into the garden where a vacancy invites it. 


They are invaluable for cut flowers, and it is well to have a few hundred bulbs planted in some out-of-the-way place, 
for a cutting patch for indoor and porch decoration. It is interesting in this connection to choose varieties whose 
colors will harmonize with the decorations of the various rooms of your home. In cutting the blooms four or more 
leaves should always be left upon the plant; this helps to restore nourishment to the parent corms. 


Gladioli will give satisfactory results in any good garden soil. The depth of planting for the corms differs with the 
character of the soil. The lighter the soil, the deeper the corms should be set, and in dry seasons this deep planting 
is of great advantage, as it insures a cool and desirable environment for the roots. Deep planting has the further 
advantage of very largely doing away with the necessity of staking. In heavy, moist soils, however, there is danger in 
deep planting, as the soil may become too wet and cause the young shoots and even the corms to decay. 


The general method is to plant in rows from 11% to 4 feet apart, depending upon the method of cultivation to be 
employed. Dig a trench 5 inches deep and 2 inches wide at the bottom. Place the corms on the bottom of the trench 
3 inches to 5 inches apart and then fill the trench with soil. 


They like plenty of air and sunshine under which condition they will grow to perfection. In dry seasons they should 
be thoroughly watered; a little sprinkling in the evening is of only slight benefit; give them a thorough soaking so 
that the soil is wet 5 inches deep and then leave them alone for a week. 


Cultivate after every rain or watering; keep the surface of the soil loose and open; give the oxygen a chance to get 
into the soil where things are growing. 


Do not use fresh manure at planting time. Apply barnyard manure the previous fall or use bone meal in the spring.

Unpack the bulbs as soon as received and give them a thorough airing; keep in a good dry cellar until ready to plant.

Plant some Gladioli every week commencing as soon as all danger of frost is over. By keeping the bulbs in a cool, dry

lace, about forty degrees, they will keep and remain dormant as late as August. This will give you flowers from late

June ‘till frost. 


Plant a few of the bulbs in berry baskets in early March, placing them in a frost-proof cellar or frame where they can 
make roots; when all danger of frost is over, plunge them, basket and all, into the places in the garden where they 
are wanted, and you will have fine blooms in late May and early June. 


It is always well to have a quantity of Gladioli planted at various times in such baskets or in pots and pans growing in 
frames so that from time to time you may be able to fill vacant spaces in your borders by plunging these in for quick 
or immediate effect, very early or very late in the season.

Infestations may inadvertently come in from a neighbor- 
ing untreated planting or may originate from bouquets of 
infested cut flowers that are consigned to the refuse heap 
after they have lost their freshness. In such cases spraying 
is recommended as a preventive or control. 

Since the thrips are difficult to find on the foliage, a 
careful examination of the plants should be made as soon 
as they are up five or six inches, and if any “silvered” 
spots are noticed, the plants should be sprayed with a 
solution of tartar emetic, brown sugar, and water, pre- 
pared as indicated below. This solution does not injure 
the Gladiolus foliage as does the paris green and brown 
sugar combination formerly recommended.

Tartar Emetic 1 ounce 2 ounces 
Brown Sugar 4 ounces 8 ounces 


or Molasses 5 tablespoonfuls 10 tablespoonfuls

The tartar emetic, like the brown sugar, is soluble in 
water. These ingredients should be stirred in a small quan- 
tity of water until dissolved and then diluted up to the 
quantity desired. If molasses is used, it can be added after 
tartar emetic has been dissolved. No agitation is required

they have been treated with DDT during 
winter storage and again just before shipping. 


Careful spraying, repeated weekly or every ten days until 
flowering begins, will do much toward insuring a normal 
crop of flowers. This can only be accomplished by destroy- 
ing the insects before they have an opportunity to enter 


the buds. 


To obtain the best results it is necessary to use a sprayer 
capable of sufficient pressure to produce a fine mist spray 
that will cover all leaf surfaces of the plant with tiny 
droplets. Do not apply so much spray that these droplets 
will unite and run off. If rain occurs within twelve to 
twenty-four hours after the application, the spray should 
be repeated. 


If the spraying has been started early, and while the 
plants are small, the infestation should be so greatly re- 
duced that no further treatments need to be made after 
the appearance of the first flowers. However, the last spray 
application should be so timed that it will be made as 
close to the beginning of the flowering period as possible.

There are many other exquisite kinds with which we succeed, but they should only be planted in the 
autumn.

AURATUM. There is a lingering charm about the garden 
in August. One feels the sense of departing beauty and 
hurries to enjoy what color and fragrance kind Summer 
has left in her flight. One of the best of all her legacies is 
“Auratum,” the golden-rayed lily of Japan, which was 
discovered on the slopes of snow-capped Fujiyama, grow- 
ing wild and untouched in all the glory of its beauty. 

This is one of the noblest of all lilies, favoring a cool, 
thin woodland where it is damp at the roots. Not a wood- 
land plant in the sense that it grows in the thick of the 
forests, but it flourishes on the fringes of the woods, in 
glades and clearings, always among vegetation, which, 
while screening the lower part of the stem and keeping 
the ground cool, leaves the sun free to play on the blooms. 
Given the necessary conditions of shelter (for exposure 
to cold wind invites disease) and of half shade, it can be 
grown in well-prepared holes in other soils. 

These holes may be 4 to 6 feet deep, filled with a mix- 
ture of well-drained peat, and sharp sand, or sandy loam, 





AURATUM MACRANTHUM (Platyphyllum) This is the 
robust growing form; the stem is stout and attains a con- 
siderable height, the leaves are broad; enormous flowers, 
white, richly spotted yellow. Undoubtedly the choicest of 
all, and in our opinion, superior to the type.

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leaf mold and rubbish-heap burnings, with some well- 
rotted manure. Another excellent place to grow these lilies 
is a rhododendron or azalea bed, or any other bed where 
the soil is cool and peaty, and where the young growths 
will be protected by something bushy. 

Auratum is one of the lilies that, in addition to the roots 
that issue from the bulb, has other roots at the base of 
the stem. It should, therefore, be planted deeply, as much 
as 12 inches, in order to insure that the upper rooting 
system, which nourishes the growing stem, should be well 
under ground. 

In addition to deep planting, a surface mulching of 
well-rotted manure to keep the ground cool and give nutri- 
ment, and frequent watering, both to supply moisture to 
the soil and to wash in the goodness of the mulch, are 
desirable for the welfare of the plants. Never plant in 
soil containing lime. A veritable “Peacock among Lilies” 
and very robust.

Like most other Lilies, it should be 
planted deep — at least 9 inches, should have good drain- 
age, and when growing should be watered copiously with 
liquid manure as they are gross feeders. They succeed in 
any good rich garden soil. 

In the herbaceous border, planted in clumps of five to 
twenty-five bulbs, they are especially attractive among the 
delphiniums and other July-flowering perennials. Where 
these magnificent Lilies are planted in quantity, the air 
in the cool of the morning and in the evening is laden 
with a delightful perfume, exhaled from every blossom. 

Where possible, we suggest planting in the fall. In the 
past, Regal Lilies have been scarce; we now produce ex- 
cellent stock ourselves, carefully rogued as to trueness of 
type.

Monbretias are graceful, sparkling flowers of the midsummer and autumn, reflecting the colors of the 
advancing season and lending a charming gaiety and lightness to the borders. For the best effect the 
bulbs, more correctly called “corms,” should be set only a few inches apart, and in groups of not less 
than ten, toward the front of herbaceous borders or shrubbery. Thus planted, the sheaves of narrow leaves 
and slender, wiry arching stems strung with brilliant flowers, like miniature Gladioli, have the appear- 
ance of little fountains of bright color — rose, scarlet, yellow, orange, red, often marked with brown. 
They will flower for many weeks (from August into late October) and set at intervals in a border, where 
blue and white flowers predominate, are delightful indeed with such gay patches of color. They may be 
planted from the earliest spring days until late June, according to the flowering dates you prefer. Their 
long lasting qualities make the Montbretias most desirable for cutting, so that it is well to have a few 
hundred bulbs set out in some byplace where the graceful stems may be copiously cut for house and 
piazza decoration. 


South of Philadelphia these Cape bulbs may be left with entire safety in the open ground over the 
winter,-and merely covered with a light mulch. They may be set out in the spring as early as Gladiolli, 
but planted more shallow; three inches deep will give the best results. 


Montbretias should be given the same spraying treatment in the fields as is recommended for Gladioli, 
and, like the latter, a quantity might well be planted in berry or wire baskets at varying times, to be kept 
in a frost-proof cellar or frame, and later plunged, basket and all, into vacant spaces in the borders or 
other parts of the garden.
